I have had several cases where casual visitors, 
men who were not familiar with the operations 
of tlie betting ring, came to tin* and demanded 
payment on the second horse, which hail finished 
lieiiiud an added starter. These liettors were 1111 
aware that a new horse was in the race, and did 
not know it until after they saw the horse Hash 
home in front 

"Frequently horses that are added at the last 
minute are entered with only one object in view 
to deceive tlie layers as much as possible, and for

REDUCING THE MILE RUNNING RECORD 

List of All Horses Which Have Run Miles 
in Races in 1:39 or Better. 

The third race at Brighton Beach this afternoon 
is a mile dash for a 31,500 purse. A condition of 
the purse rends: "The association to add $1,000 
in specie or plate, at the option of the owner of the 
winner, should the track record for a mile, 1:38, 
lm beaten.” It happens that the track record for 
a mile is now 1:37*. but it was 1:38 when the 
conditions were devised and the winner will capture 
the extra $1,000 if he runs the mile in better time 
than 1:38. It has been hoped that Charles Edward 
and Dr. Gardner would start iu this race, hut it 
seems the inducement offered was not sufficient and 
only McCarter, Rye, Kentucky Bean and Cressina 
have been entered. All are speedy iiorses ami a sur- 
prising record may lie bung up, even if the two 
celebrities named are not in the conflict. 

At Louisville, May 27. 1877. Ten Broeek electri- 
fied racing enthusiasts by running a mile in the 
tlien unprecedented time of 1:392. This record 
stood until Racine reduced it to l::?.)* at W’.rwhing 
ton Park iu 1890. This time was equaled at Morris 
Park by I .a Tosea iu 1 Sill and at the same track 
Chorister ran a mile iu 1 :3!l* iu 1893. It was not 
until ls<l4 that a mile was run in better than 1:3!). 
Libertine scoring in 1:38 j at Harlem, October 21 
of that year, it thus requiring seventeen years to 
reduce the Ten Broeek record to the full extent of 
a second. Previously in that same year, 1894, a 
mile had for the lirsl time in this country been run 
in 1 :3!l. This was when George Forties' speedy old 
selling plater Arab covered a mile in that time at 
Morris Park June 11, and Ducat equaled this 
time at Shecpshcad Bay August 28. The Libertine 
record held good until 191)0, when Voter ran a 
mile in 1:38 at Brighton Beach ami Orimar did the 
same at Washington Park.
